Your stimulating one word letter of January 13, 1968 
had its effect. 

I am returning herewith the two fake Bermuda items, 
the shilling and the sixpence. I have taken some miserable 
pictures of them. 

I am returning the Massachusetts threepence Noe 28 
which has the obverse die damaged by clashing. This, obviously, 
is the latest state of the reverse die and shows the order in 
which the pieces were struck. 

I am also returning the Noe lit and feel that any minute 
differences which you saw in the serifs are not of enough im¬ 
portance to record. 

Now we come to the group of four pieces of Massachusetts 
silver from an old collection and I am particularly Interested in 
the Noe No. 1 which weighs 7li grains and which has roots going 
down to the left as well as roots to the right on the obverse 
and which has a reverse which is generally different from the 
standard Noe.l, in that it has a period above the numeral 5, 

The last two Roman numerals of XII slant down to the left, etc. 

The spacing of the letters is almost the same as Noe 1, end it 
has occurred to me that perhaps the reverse die was filed off 
very flat after it had been badly broken, and recut. It certainly 
looks perfectly genuine to me. 

I am certainly pleased to have the opportunity of seeing 
these pieces and feel as though you should check many other Noe 1 
pieces to see if one like this could be found. 

I cannot find any record of the Willow Tree piece. I 
would like to see it examined metallurgically to see whether the 
pitting is from natural deterioration and corrosion.

The other Pine Tree shillings, Noe 2 and Noe 19 seem 
quite normal, even though the latter is slightly overweight - 
as I am* 


I would like to see Ted, or some metallurgical expert 
study the texture of the metal under I 4 O power or better and to 
explain to me why the tiny little granular designs appear in the 
scratches, on the edge, on the surface, and virtually every where. 
This is true of all kinds of coins, even modern cents. There 
ought to be a way of telling whether a coin was cast or struck 
from these minute granular portions. Can someone explain that 
to me ? 


The group of Massachusetts notes dated June 1^76 were 
very nice to see. They ere not Revere notes and I believe you 
priced them in the cetslog as if they were. Theysre entirely 
type set. 


I was unable to find any other counterfeits than the 
9s which you sent and this one I already knew about. 

It seems to me that these pieces were printed first 
with 1778 in all notes and then the 9 was substituted for the 
8 in the frame. My reason for stating this is that I can find 
no differences between two notes of the same denomination with 
different due dates other than those due dates. I don't think 
the numbering is too important. 

I am returning all of those on your list except those 
due d tes I do not have whioh are 5d 1779, 9d 1779, Is 3d 1779, 

Is 8d 1779. I do have all of the denominations you list but 
don't have all the due date varieties as above indicated. I 
even have duplicates of items from this series. 

Maybe we can get together on improving my collection 
but there is no harm if we don't because owning a collection today 
is like owning something buried which you neither can enjoy or 
show others, in most instances.

At quick examination, I feel that 13, l4, 'I*, and perhaps 31 are very close in 
many respects. Noe 12 and 15 seem to have some things as far as workmanship and 
design in common. I think I have a 15 in the vault, but, that's closed till Tues, 
and since I leave for LA Wed., I don’t know that I’ll have time, or even remember 
to see. Tried to get Taxay on the phone, but, no answer. Also tried to compare 
the new Noe 1 with NNM # 142 ER, and see some similarities, expecially in the 
shape of the '5'. This whole field of Mass, silver, including counterfeits needs 
a lot more study and research. Before any embarkation on this project is started, 

I think that we must first avail ourselves of some very accurate equipment, that we 
can use for SpG. I realize that SpG is not an accurate measurement, but, if we first 
weigh a set of standard items, and do all that have to be done at the same time, & 
under the same conditions, carefully, and then re-do them to check on accuracy, we 
will have the differences to go on. That is: if a Noe 1 checks to a certain figure, 
and it does the 2nd time too, or very close, and we find that # 13 is far from that, 
we have a start.

Thanks for all the nice carbon copies. Hope that some day you can find some 
time to write me a letter, answering some o'f the things I asked. Frankly, it’s 
been so long that if I didn’t have some notes on them someplace, I’d have for¬ 
gotten the questions. Meanwhile, referring to your letter of the 23rd to Walter, 
you mention that it was your thought that he go back to Crosby numbers. Actually, 
when we spoke, you mentioned that you didn’t like the idea of him starting another 
new set of numbers, and I mentioned to'you that I felt that the Noe numbers were 
unuseable, but that Crosby numbers might work out. Of course, the difficulty here 
is that the numbers would bear no relationship to hi Breen's ideas as to the order 
of emmission. That does pose a serious problem. Frankly, I'm not sure whether I'd 
prefer to see his new numbers in proper sequence or Croby numbers out of sequence. 
Adjusting Noe would be too difficult. What we now refer to as N. 2 ^ actually should 
be 25 minus since it's earlier than 25 , and can't be 24^ since it has no relat¬ 
ionship to 2h. Also, what Noe designation could you give obv. 17 , rev 23 other 
than N. 17/23• That would make it look like a hodge-podge, since there are a 
number of other similar difficulties. It might not be bad to have all new numbers 
with tables showing the new numbers and the corresponding #s in Crosby, Noe and 
Wurtzbach. Four tables might also be used, showing the relationship to all, by 
each in its own sequence. More thought needed on all this.

I’m glad that my last letter (?) spurred you into calling, and saying that you 
couldn’t ignore it, but, it seems that that’s all it did.

Have been spending some time with your Noe 12, and Vlack's 38> as well as some 
counterfeits and genuines. I've spoken to Breen, and he told me that Noe 11 
was the first piece to start using punches, and that the 12 & 38 are punch 
linked to 29 & 30. I've examined 3 11s, and frankly, I don't think that they're 
punched letters. Where ever a letter is repeated, it is different, the As, & 

Es and eversed Ns. I’d like your opinion on this. I've checked the 12 Sc 38 against 
several 29s and 30s, and can't see any punch linking except between 12 Sc 38, and 
there almost all of the letters are the same. Though the As seem to differ be¬ 
tween the two pieces, as well as where it is repeated on the same piece, I'm in¬ 
clined to think that it was made from a V punched in upside down, and then the 
crossbar added. I can understand where a die cutter would reverse an N when he’s 
cutting the letter into the die, but, I can't see anyone who is experienced enough 
to manufacture letter punches, to make the N reversed, and then use it. I can't be¬ 
lieve that when punches are made they are not tested at least once before using. 

This leads me to the conclusion that the Ns were purposely reversed in immitation 
of some of the large planchet errors that had been rut by hand. It's my opinion 
that punching started with the small planchets, and we do not find one letter 
reversed in this group with the exception of the D in 29 that was first punched in 
upside down, and then corredted, and the reversed D (upside down but left that way) 
on 3d N. 32 35.

I am very glsd that you got your set of Colonial paper 
money back which was maneuvered out of you in I960. 

I am glad you located 8 sheet of the Rhode Island 
1786 issue with 10, 3, #6, 5. I certainly want a picture 
of it to see if it is a single sheet, a duplicate sheet, or 
quadruplicate sheet. I do not have it. There must have been 
many of these sheets but they were virtually all cut up. 

I looked at my New England sixpence and I do not have 
a picture of it, as yet. It is apparently from a different 
die. It was in the Waldo Newcomer collection and is there 
described as having been approved by Elmer Sesrs. A picture 
will be forthcoming as soon as I get to picture taking. 

You ask a very good question about how the Rhode 
Island 1786 issue was printed. Usually there was a shift 
in denomination in printing notes that so that a minimum 
number of sheets was used but this could not have taken place 
on this issue. It might be that the last 2,000 pieces were 
printed separately in partial sheets as both face snd back 
were printed simultaneously on one side. I can't figure out 
any other practical way to accomplish the total provided 
by the Act. Do you have any different thoughts? 

I'll be calling you up one of these moments.

Thanks very much for your letter. I did acquire these sheets of the 1786 issue. 

The 1777issue is in a collection that I was fortunate enough to be able to ex¬ 
amine, but, it is not for sale, nor can the name of the owner be divulged. But, 

I thought that you'd appreciate a photo-copy of it. The reverse of the high 
denomination sheet of the 1786 issue k has some notes that might be a clue. 

12 of these sheets would be E90.. 12 of the middle denonination sheet would be 
l4/4. No combination of the other sheets would come to the 24/4 noted, but, it's 
possible that the notator made an error in computation, just as I did when I 
figured it hurriedly for the 1st time, and came to 24/4 instead of l4/4. These 
sheets are evidently half sheets as evidenced by the wide rough edged border on 
one side, and the sharp narrow border on the other side. The holes at the right 
center are evidently from the strings used for packaging. Is it possible that these 
two sheets were printed as one large one, with one set being upside down, or 
reversed? If this could be, and the notator made a computation error, then he 
may have received 12 full sheets for whatever payment or the notation meant. 

As to how they printed the extra 2,000 notes, I haven't a clue, other than the 
possibility of printing them separately, by removing the other plates, and 
hand feeding the large sheet 8 times, and making 250 such sheets. Or, were they 
that careful to follow the letter of the act. Couldn't they have over printed 
the other denominations, or just neglected to print those 2,000?

# l4l, illustrated there, and in ANS, NNM #102, plate II, #3. I do not know 
the present whereabouts of this coin.

Meanwhile, I don’t recall 
whether or not I mentioned the No. Car. 4/2/76, Hunter etc. having the date: 


Apt 1776. 

Though it’s most probably meant to be an ’el* rather than a ’one’, since it doesn't 
conform to the style of the 'one' in 1776, but, it is curious, and perhaps should 
be noted for the revision. On the Levy and Jacobs notes, I have about 25 different. 
Up until now, I've only found Jacobs on the 1st 3 1776 issues, and Levy on the last 
1776 and 1st 1777. Outside of the Levy on the fractional 2/17/76, do you know of 
any other variations of this. Can you check and see just what other Levy and 
Jacobs notes you have in your collection. Also, since he signed the fractional 
notes (Levy), do you think we can safely presume that he also signed the $l.-$8,s?
